I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for  the  year  1938. 

The  report  is  an  Ordinary  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
past  year,  as  per  Circular  1,728  of  25th  October,  1938. 

The  Census  was  taken  on  26/27th  April,  1931,  the  popula- 
tion being  11,811,  an  increase  of  336  over  the  last  Census. 
This  figure  was  applicable  to  31st  March,  1935,  when  by  the 
operation  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Review  Order,  2,003 
of  the  population  was  transferred  to  the  Blackwell  Rural 
District  Council,  leaving  a population  of  9,907  for  the  Urban 
District. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  1938  was  as  follows  : — 
Sewerage. 

Proceeding  of  work  of  extensions  and  remodelling  at 
Bolsover  Sewage  Works. 

Water  Supply. 

(1)  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board  became 

the  Water  Supply  Authority  from  1st  April, 
1933. 

(2)  Extensive  improvements  are  being  made.  A new 

Filtration  and  Softening  Plant  is  being 
erected  at  Bolsover-Moor  Plantation. 

Housing. 

(1)  Housing  is  making  good  progress,  both  by  private 
enterprise  and  your  own  scheme. 
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Other  Services. 

(1)  Welfare  Recreation  Scheme  completed  at  New 

Bolsover. 

(2)  Pit  Head  Baths  at  Bolsover  Colliery,  opened  in 

1935,  these  have  been  found  a valuable  asset 
to  the  workmen. 

(3)  The  Scheme  in  the  Hornscroft  Recreation  Ground 

is  being  proceeded  with  and  is  to  be  opened 
, early  in  1939  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

(4)  The  work  done  in  the  Lime  Kiln  Fields,  King 

George’s  Playing  Field,  should  prove  useful 
in  providing  Healthy  Recreation  for  the 
Children. 

(5)  The  provision  of  a Cemetery  owned  by  the  Council 

is  being  proceeded  with. 

(6)  During  the  last  4 months  of  the  year  your  Sanitary 

Inspector  had  numerous  A.R.P.  duties  to 
perform. 

I am  more  than  pleased  with  the  progress  made  during 
the  year. 

I desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  their 
officials  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  at  all  times.

Social  Conditions,  including  the  Chief  Industries 
and  the  Influence  of  any  Occupation  on 
Public  Health. 


Social  Conditions. 

Seven  Recreation  Grounds  have  been  provided  in  the 
district,  situate  as  follows  ; — The  Hornscroft  (7  acres), 
Lords  Close  (15  acres),  Whaley  Village  (2\  acres).  Shuttle- 
wood  and  Stanfree,  the  Back  Hills  and  Lime  Kiln  Fields. 
There  are  also  Recreation  Grounds  owned  by  the  Bolsover 
Colliery  Co.  and  a Recreation  Ground  is  being  made  by  the 
Derbyshire  Coalite  Co. 

Additional  facilities  for  the  various  sports  became 
available  for  the  Company’s  workmen  and  their  families 
during  1935,  when  a comprehensive  scheme  consisting  of  a 
children’s  playground  near  the  Bainbridge  Hall,  and  4 tennis 
courts,  central  Pavilion,  golf  and  putting  course,  and  two 
football  and  hockey  pitches,  adjacent  to  the  existing  Bowling 
Green  and  Cricket  Field,  was  opened. 

These  additions  to  the  existing  playing  fields  have 
provided  first  class  accommodation  and  enlarged  the  scope 
of  the  sporting  activities  of  the  workmen  and  families  of 
the  Model  Village  of  the  Bolsover  Colliery. 

Public  Swimming  and  Slipper  Baths  were  erected  in 
1925.  The  Baths,  which  are  used  during  the  winter  months 
as  a Public  Hall,  are  managed  and  maintained  hy  the  Council. 
A Purification  Plant  has  been  installed.  The  Baths  are  used 
b}^  School  Children  under  the  auspices  of  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  who  come  from  adjoining  areas  as  well  as 
from  Bolsover.  Pit-head  Baths  have  been  erected  at  Lang- 
with.  The  provision  of  Pit-1  lead  Baths  at  the  Bolsover 
Colliery  was  completed  and  opened  in  tlie  Spring  of  1935.  This 
scheme  is  being  developed  under  tlie  Miners’  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, the  building  being  designed  to  provide  clothes  lockers, 
changing  facilities  and  bathing  cubicles  for  2,000  workmen 
per  day. 
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The  Chesterfield  Corporation  Bus  Service  extends  to 
the  W'ater  Tower  to  pick  up  people  from  Hillstown.  Messrs. 
Baker  Bros,  run  a service  from  Warsop  through  Whaley 
Thorns  and  Bolsover  to  Chesterfield.  The  East  Midland 
Motor  Services  have  a frequent  service  between  Mansfield 
and  Sheffield  through  Bolsover  and  from  Bolsover  to  Staveley. 

Street  Lighting  is  by  Gas  or  Electricity  throughout  the 
district.  Whale}^  Village  is  lighted  by  Electricity  (supplied 
by  the  Council). 

There  are  about  70  acres  of  land  cultivated  as 
Allotments  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  of  which  19 
acres  are  under  the  Bolsover  Colliery  Co.,  the  remainder 
being  owned  or  leased  by  the  Council.  Allotments  Associations 
have  been  formed  and  the  Annual  Show  reflects  credit  on  the 
members. 

The  Public  Library  is  well  patronised  by  the  people 
from  Bolsover  and  surrounding  districts,  and  the  new  building 
in  Cotton  Street  (adjoining  the  Council  Offices)  was  opened 
on  May  31st,  1932. 

Electricity  is  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the  District 
and  by  a Fringe  Order  to  Whaley  Hall  Farm  in  the  Clowne 
Rural  District,  whilst  Gas  is  supplied  by  the  Bolsover  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Co.,  Ltd.  A Fringe  Order  has  been  obtained 
to  supply  Electricity  to  Hillstown  in  the  Blackwell  Rural 
District. 

The  Market  attracts  people  from  Duckmanton,  Palter- 
ton,  Hillstown  and  Scarcliffe,  as  well  as  Shuttlewood,  which 
districts  are  served  by  a special  frequent  bus  service. 

Occupations  and  Industries. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  coal-mining 
and  agriculture.  There  is  a Fruit  Preserving  Works  owned 
by  the  Bolsover  Home  Grown  Fruit  Preserving  Co.,  and 
a plant  for  the  production  of  Smokeless  Fuel,  Oil,  etc.,  owned 
by  the  Derbyshire  Coalite  Co.,  Ltd.,  also  a Brick  Works 
owned  by  the  New  Byron  Brick  Co.  just  over  the  border, 
whose  emplo\'ees  live  in  Bolsover. 
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The  Coal  Mines  are  owned  by  the  Bolsover  Colliery 
Co.,  Ltd.,  (Bolsover  Colliery),  the  Staveley  Coal  and  Iron 
Co.,  Ltd.  (Markham  Colliery),  just  outside  area  in  Sutton- 
cum-Diickmanton  parish,  the  Sheepbridge  Coal  and  Iron 
Co.,  Ltd.  (Langwith  Colliery),  and  the  Oxcroft  Colliery 
Co.,  Ltd.  (Oxcroft  Colliery).  The  Coal  Mines  have  worked 
much  better  since  the  Coalite  Plant  came  into  operation. 

Social  Service  Centre. 

During  the  3^ear  1934  a centre  was  opened  for  the 
unemployed  of  the  district.  Occupational  and  recreation 
facilities  are  available.  This  work  has  been  undertaken  b\^ 
a voluntary  Committee  who  have  the  full  support  of  the 
Council  in  their  efforts.

(b)  A new  Morris  De  Luxe  Motor  Ambulance  for  Non- 
Infectious  Cases  was  provided  by  the  Council  in  1930. 
This  has  supplied  a long  felt  want.  It  is  garaged  at  the  rear 
of  the  Council  Offices  and  is  available  night  and  day. 

The  Council  decided  to  make  the  Ambulance  available 
for  people  from  Hillstown,  Palterton,  and  neighbouring 
districts,  and  is  available  for  Police  Calls. 
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Proper  regulations  for  its  use  were  made  in  the  first 
instance.

The  m.ajority  of  the  cases  were  taken  to  Chesterfield 
Royal  Hospital. 

The  Ambulance  is  available  for  Maternity  Cases  if 
required. 

The  members  of  the  St.  John  x\mbulance  Division  are 
always  ready  to  render  assistance  when  required. 

(vii.)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

(1)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  : One  Babies’ 
Welfare  Centre  open  at  New  Bolsover,  and  one  at  Whaley 
Thorns  for  Whaley  village  children.  These  are  under  the 
County  Council.  I am  pleased  to  note  that  the  Countv 
Council  erected  a new  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in 
Welbeck  Road,  Bolsover  ; this  was  opened  in  July,  1937.  The 
work  which  is  a valuable  asset  to  the  District  comprises  : 
Infant  Welfare,  Ante  Natal  Clinic,  Minor  Ailments  Clinic, 
Dental  Clinic  and  Eye  Clinic. 

(2)  Day  Nurseries  : Nil. 

(3)  School  Clinics  : One  at  Chesterfield  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council.  The  children  from  this 
District  now  only  go  to  Chesterfield  for  Special  Treatment. 

(4)  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  : Brimington  Road,  Ches- 
terfield, under  County  Council. 

(5)  Venereal  Disease  Treatment  Centre  : Morning  and 
afternoon  Sessions  arranged  twice  weekly  at  the  Venereal 
Clinic,  Royal  Hospital,  Chesterfield,  arranged  through  County 
Council. 

Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  Room. 

A properly  equipped  Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  Room 
has  been  provided  at  the  Council’s  depot  in  Church  Street. 
This  is  appreciated  by  the  Medical  men  who  have  had  to 
perform  post  mortem  examinations  in  ill-lighted,  ill-ventilated 
and  unsuitable  premises.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
Area. 


1.  (i.)  Water. 

The  water  for  the  District  is  derived  from  two  sources 
(1)  the  Tunnel  on  the  L.N.E.  Railway  and  (2)  the  Well 
at  Whaley.  The  natural  water  is  hard  and  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  pure  after  softening.  During  the  whole 
of  the  3^ear  a full  supply  was  available  to  the  district,  des- 
pite the  increased  demand  owing  to  the  erection  of  98  houses. 
The  supply  is  satisfactory^  in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

There  is  a piped  supply  throughout  the  district. 

The  ferro-concrete  Water  Tower  erected  on  land  ad- 
joining the  cross-roads  at  Hillstown  gives  an  additional 
storage  capacity  of  150,000  gallons.  The  storage  capacity 
at  the  old  Hillstown  tank  is  64,000  gallons. 

The  Water  on  periodical  Analysis  both  bacteriologically 
and  chemically  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Kennicott  Base  Exchange  Water  Softening  Plant 
in  use  at  the  Water  Tower  effectively  softens  the  water, 
and  is  capable  of  bringing  the  hardness  down  to  zero. 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1933,  the  Water  Works  were 
taken  over  by  the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  the  water  has  been  Bacteriologically 
Analysed  in  respect  to  Enteric  fever  on  two  occasions,  each 
sample  has  been  certified  as  being  from  a satisfactory  supply. 

(ii.)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Council’s  sewage  works  at  Bolsover  and  Shuttlewood 
have  had  capacity  increased  and  the  works  brought  up  to  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  been  sewered  with  the 
e'xception  of  a few  isolated  houses  and  farms.

35  cesspools  are  in  use  for  house  drainage.  There  are 
also  40  cesspools  for  the  Land  Settlement  houses.  The 
Estate  Warden  looks  after  the  emptying  of  these. 

81  house  drains  have  been  tested,  14  defects  found  and 
remedied. 


2.  (i.)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  pollution  of  rivers  or 
streams  during  the  time  covered  by  the  report. 


3.  (i.)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Houses  in  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  about  13, 
are  provided  with  separate  closet  accommodation. 

7 Patent  “ Elsam  ” closets  have  been  provided  in  the 
district. 
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During  the  year  1 privy  was  converted  to  an  “ Elsan 
Patent  Closet.  This  makes  a total  of  1,212  privies  and  pail 
closets  converted  into  water  closets  during  the  past  thirteen 
years  (ending  31st  December,  1938). 


In  order  that  conversions  might  be  accelerated,  you 
give  a Grant  to  an  owner  towards  the  cost  of  such  work.

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(ii.)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  carry  out  the  direct  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse  for  the  whole  of  their  district,  and  the  work 
is  done  very  efficiently. 

The  method  of  collection  and  disposal  is  as  follows  : — 

Dry  House  Refuse. 

Collection. — This  refuse  is  removed  by  a low 
loading  covered-in  Motor  Refuse  Collector.  Where 
possible  a small  truck  with  rubber  tyred  wheels  is  used 
to  convey  the  bin  to  the  cart.  This  saves  damage  to 
the  bins  and  strain  on  the  men.  The  ashbins  are  emptied 
weekly. 

Disposal. — The  collected  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
six  tips,  two  of  which  are  outside  the  district.  These 
tips  are  under  the  control  of  the  Council  and  are  kept 
in  good  order,  and  as  far  as  possible  free  from  any 
nuisance,  and  away  from  any  dwelling  houses. 

The  controlling  method  of  tipping  is  in  operation 
on  all  the  tips,  and  soil  has  been  deposited  on  the  com- 
pleted portion  of  the  tips. 

Earth  Closets  and  Privies. 

Collection. — Privies  are  emptied  monthly,  the 
refuse  being  placed  direct  into  a water-proof  cart.  After 
cleansing,  the  receptacles  receive  a liberal  dusting  with 
disinfectant  powder.  These  privies  are  being  abolished 
under  the  Conversions  Scheme  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Disposal. — The  refuse  is  carted  on  to  farm  lands 
away  from  all  houses  and  water  courses,  and  in  suitable 
cases  is  immediately  covered  with  soil  or  ploughed  in. 

Cesspools. 

Cleansing. — Cesspools  are  emptied  once  a week  by 
baling  the  contents  into  special  tumbler  carts  with  a 
bucket.  These  are  being  abolished  wherever  practicable. 

Disposal.— The  contents  are  emptied  into  the 
nearest  convenient  sewer  manhole  by  means  of  drawing 
a suction  plug  from  the  bottom  of  the  tumbler  cart. 
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Pail  Closets. 

CoLLF.CTiON. — Pail  Closets  are  emptied  twice  a week 
direct  into  special  watertight  container,  the  container  is  fitted 
to  the  Motor  Lorry,  and  the  pails  are  disinfected. 

Disposal. — The  pail  contents  are  taken  to  the  sewage 
works  for  disposal.  The  work  is  done  between  10  p.m.  and 
6 a.m. 


Market. 

Bins  are  provided  for  the  refuse.  The  waste  paper,  etc. 
is  conveyed  to  the  incinerator  on  the  Limekiln  Fields  refuse 
tip  to  be  dealt  with. 


Generally. 

The  amount  of  house  refuse  collected  is  heavy,  accounted 
for  by  coal  mining  being  the  chief  trade  of  the  district.  House- 
holders are  requested  to  burn  what  refuse  they  can  instead  of 
depositing  it  in  the  receptacle.

(iv.)  Smoke  Abatement,  also  Colliery  Tips. 

The  district  has  suffered  from  atmospheric  impurities 
from  the  burning  tips  at  Markham  Collieries  which  are  outside 
this  District.  During  the  year  11  visits  have  been  made 
regarding  Bolsover  and  Oxcroft  Tips.  These  have  been 
kept  well  under  control. 

(v.)  Special  Classes  of  Premises  and  Occupations  subject 
to  control  by  the  local  authority. 

Offensive  Trades  : — 15  fish-fryers  and  1 rag  and  bone 
dealer  constitute  the  16  Offensive  Trades  in  the  district. 
81  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  premises,  17  defects 
found  and  dealt  with. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings  : None  in  the  district. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  : None  in  the  district. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  Etc. — There  are  19  living  vans 
and  temporary  bungalows  in  the  districts.  87  visits  were  paid 
to  these  and  perambulating  vans  during  the  year.  2 vans, 
etc.,  have  been  disused  or  removed  from  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year. 

Slaughter-Houses  : — Private  slaughter-houses  number 
9.  2 are  registered  ; 6 permanently  licensed  ; and  1 annually 

licensed.  784  inspections  were  made.  17  defects  found  and 
dealt  with.  The  slaughter-houses  have  been  kept  generally 
in  a satisfactory  condition.  There  is  no  public  slaughter- 
house in  the  district. 

Knacker’s  Yard  : — There  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the 
district,  which  is  subject  to  an  annual  licence.  35  visits 
were  paid  to  it,  five  nuisances  found  and  dealt  with.  The 
premises  are  situated  in  an  isolated  position  and  away  from 
dwelling-houses.

3.  (vi.)  Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  where  rag  flock 
is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

4.  Schools. 

There  are  (S  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district. 
Also  1 private  school,  and  the  Church  Hall  is  used  for  Cooking 
lessons. 

All  have  the  public  water  supply  laid  on,  and  all  are 
provided  with  water  closets  and  ashbins  for  refuse  storage. 
The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  good. 

The  County  Education  Comimittee  erected  new  schools 
in  New  Station  Road  and  Welbeck  Road. 

8 visits  have  been  paid  respecting  sanitary  conditions 
and  5 defects  found  and  remedied.  4 schools  were  disinfected 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  close  any  schools  during  the  year  on 
account  of  epidemic  disease.  46  notifications  were  sent  by 
the  Health  Department  to  the  Education  Authorities  re 
infectious  disease  and  the  exclusion  of  children  from  school. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

Registered  premises  under  the  Eactory  and  Workshops 
Acts  number  24,  including  2 bakehouses.  31  inspections 
were  made,  8 defects  found  and  dealt  with.  There  arc  no 
out- workers  in  the  district. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Order. 

Poison  baits  were  laid  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  Refuse 
Tips  in  1938.  The  County  Council  transferred  the  working 
of  this  Act  to  you  during  the  year,  since  when  899  rats  were 
destroyed  at  a cost  of  £11/6/3.  Some  of  this  number  were 
destroyed  free  of  cost. 

Health  Education. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  County  Council  for 
their  Travelling  Cinema  Van  to  visit  Bolsover  during  the 
Health  Week,  and  cinema-lectures  were  given.  Lectures 
were  also  given  at  various  times  at  the  Picture  Palace, 
Bolsover.

Housing. 

General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions. 

To  meet  the  shortage  the  Council  has  erected  a total 
of  375  houses.  258  have  been  built  in  the  South  Ward,  66 
in  the  North  Ward,  and  42  in  the  Itast  Ward.  Most  of  these 
consists  of  five  rooms  and  the  usual  offices.  Except  for  a 
few  in  Old  Bolsover  and  isolated  farmhouses,  the  houses  in 
the  district  are  of  fairly  modern  construction  as  the  district 
was  an  agricultural  one  prior  to  the  sinking  of  the  Bolsover 
Colliery  over  30  years  ago.  The  42  in  the  East  Ward  were 
taken  over  by  Blackwell  R.  D.  Council,  1st  April,  1935. 

The  Council  erected  31  houses  for  aged  people  (19  on 
the  Moor  Lane  Housing  Estate,  and  12  at  Whaley).  12  at 
Whaley  taken  over  by  Blackwell  R.D.  Council,  1st  April, 
1935.  A number  of  houses  have  been  erected  to  replace  unfit 
houses  and  to  meet  cases  of  overcrowding. 

The  following  table  gives  the  houses  erected  by  the 
Council  and  by  private  enterprise  during  the  last  17  years. 
45  private  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during  the

No  Clearance  Areas  or  Improvement  Areas  are  proposed 
and  any  defective  property  can  readily  be  dealt  with  as 
Individual  Unfit  Houses  under  Section  19  of  the  Act. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  in  the  1933  report 
that  there  are  22  houses  which  should  be  demolished  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  of  these  7 have  been  made  fit  by 
repairs,  2 have  been  made  into  1 house,  3 were  taken  over 
by  BlackwTll  R.D.C.  on  1st  April,  1935,  8 have  been  demolished 
and  an  order  for  demolition  is  operative  on  the  2 others 
remaining. 

(a)  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

A growing  need  for  the  erection  of  houses  has  been 
evidenced  during  the  year  from  the  number  of  applications 
received  for  houses  erected  by  the  Council. 

(b)  Important  Changes  in  Population. 

The  Population  was  altered  on  1st  x‘-\pril,  1935, 
owing  to  Review  of  Boundaries  from  11,811  to  9,808 
and  b\^  31st  December,  1938,  the  figure  has  risen  and 
is  now  10,170. 

(c)  Sites. 

There  arc  no  difficulties  in  providing  suitable  sites 
for  new  houses  and  the  Council  have  land  for  sale  on 
two  of  their  housing  estates. 

Overcrowding. 

There  is  no  serious  overcrowding  in  the  district,  but 
there  are  cases  where  two  small  families  are  living  in  one 
house.  I think  lodgers  would  not  be  taken  in  if  the  rents 
were  generally  reduced.  See  also  Part  4 of  Housing. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  satis- 
factory. A number  of  dwellings,  mainly  in  the  South  Ward 
(Old  Bolsover)  are  old,  but  arc  kept  in  a reasonably  fit  state 
of  repair.  The  houses  wliich  have  been  condemned  in  the 
last  few  3-ears  have  been  in  the  Soutli  Ward  generally. 
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A large  number  of  houses  are  owned  by  the  Colliery 
Companies  and  the  Council,  and  these  are  kept  in  a good 
state  of  repair.  Lighting,  ventilation  and  water  supply  are, 
of  course,  quite  satisfactory. 

Generally  speaking,  owners  have  complied  with  the 
requests  for  repairs  made  b}"  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  myself. 

A few  of  the  old  houses  are  let  at  such  a nominal  rent 
to  poor  persons  that  there  would  be  a difficulty  in  finding 
cheap  accommodation  for  the  tenants  if  the  houses  got  into 
a state  of  disrepair. 

Water  supply  is  dealt  with  elsewLere,  the  public  supply 
being  almost  universal. 

The  grant  towards  the  Conversion  of  Privies  has  enabled 
the  Inspector  to  get  owners  to  remedy  other  defects  at  the 
same  time,  and  had  been  of  great  assistance  in  improving 
house  property. 

There  are  twenty  back-to-back  houses  in  the  district, 
and  67  semi-back-to-back  houses. 

During  the  last  few  years  action  has  been  taken  by  the 
Health  Department  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing 
Acts  to  secure  improved  sanitary  conditions  to  a considerable 
number  of  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  received  or  representa- 
tions made  with  regard  to  unhealthy  areas. 

Housing  Inspections  are  being  proceeded  with  but 
generally  speaking  defects  found  are  remediable  without 
much  expense. 

Bye  Laws  relating  to  Houses,  to  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings, 

and  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc. 

There  are  9 Living  Vans  and  converted  Railway  Coaches 
in  the  district  which  do  not  make  ideal  houses,  and  the  powers 
of  the  Council  to  deal  with  these  structures  is  strengthened 
in  Housing  Act,  1935.  Living  Vans  are  being  cleared  from 
the  District  or  Demolished  as  quickly  as  possible.

The  15  cases  of  overcrowding  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  1937  were  relieved  early  in  1938.  2 cases  relating  to  8 

persons  by  exchanges  and  13  cases  relating  to  85  persons  by 
being  placed  in  Council  houses  erected  for  that  purpose. 
67  visits  were  made  to  houses  tabulated  for  review. 

Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (Restrictions)  Acts. 

2 applications  were  received  for  certificates  under  the 
above  Acts. 
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During  the  year  1934  tlic  Council  made  provision  lor 
Zotofoam  and  Pine  Aeration  Baths.  Apart  from  a revenue 
point  of  view,  I believe  these  baths  will  prove  to  be  very 
useful  to  the  General  Public. 

Bed  Bugs. 

These  are  not  a usual  pest  in  this  District,  when  any 
are  found  the  house  is  fumigated  with  Zaldecide  and  a sulphur 
compound,  by  the  Local  Authority.  13  houses  have  been 
treated  in  the  above  manner  during  the  year  with  satisfactory 
results.  4 of  these  were  Council  houses.  The  house  and 
belongings  of  tenants  are  examined  before  going  into  a Council 
house. 

Office  Inspections. 

During  the  year  all  the  Offices  in  the  District  were 
inspected.  There  is  no  overcrowding,  the  cleanliness  in 
each  case  was  satisfactory.  In  one  case  the  sanitation  was 
unsatisfactory,  the  same  is  receiving  attention.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the 
wholesomeness  of  the  Milk  produced  within  or  brouglit  into 
the  district,  or  to  the  general  arrangements  for  the  supply 
and  distribution. 

51  persons  are  registered  as  milk  sellers,  25  being  cow- 
keepers,  dairymen  and  wholesale  purveyors,  and  20  retail 
purveyors.  13  persons  are  registered  as  purveyors  of  bottled 
milk. 

11  of  the  registered  milk  sellers  have  their  premises 
outside  this  district.  During  the  year  three  persons  have 
been  registered  and  two  farms  have  changed  hands. 

172  inspections  of  premises  were  made,  52  defects  found 
and  dealt  with.  Three  Farms  were  re-modelled.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  6 farms  are  fitted  with  plant  such 
as  is  required  to  produce  Accredited  Milk,  and  1 other  have 
made  application  through  3^our  Sanitary  Inspector  to  go  in 
for  producing  Accredited  Milk. 

All  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  cleansed  and  limewashed 
twice  during  the  year. 

22  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  tested  for  sediment. 
The  attention  of  the  milk-seller  concerned  was  drawn  to  the 
amount  of  sediment  found  in  1 of  the  samples. 

It  is  fortunate  that  Accredited  milk  is  becoming  more 
popular.  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  are  sold  in  the 
district.  Accredited  Milk  or  Pasteurised  Milk  is  now  available 
at  most  of  the  schools  for  children. 
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(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  class  of  meat  offered  for  sale  in  this  district  by 
the  local  butchers  continues  to  be  of  good  quality,  other 
foods  are  also  of  a good  standard. 

The  meat  and  other  foods  which  are  brought  into  the 
district  from  other  districts  are  also  inspected  at  various 
intervals  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  These  also  have 
been  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

Under  the  Shops  Acts,  close  watch  has  been  made 
regarding  making  sales  after  closing  time,  also  regarding 
The  Butchers  Closing  Order.

The  district  stands  well  as  regards  freedom  from  Phthisis. 
The  number  of  new  cases  of  Phthisis  notified  was  5 (5  during 
1937).  Phthisis  caused  4 deaths,  making  a death-rate  per
